Bilingual  Ballot  Legislation 
Receives  Hearing

April  13  -  The  Joint  Committee  on 
Election  Laws  heard  Senate  Bill  295,  an 
act  repealing  the  sunset  clause  for  the 
preparation  of  certain  ballots  in  the  city 
of  Boston.  Sponsored  by  Senator  Sonia 
Chang-Diaz  and  Representative  Aaron  Mi¬ 
chlewitz,  the  bill  would  remove  the  "sun¬ 
set  clause"  from  bilingual  ballot  legislation 
passed  during  last  year’s  legislative  ses¬ 


sion.  The  sunset  clause  would  force  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  provisions  put  in  place  through 
last  year's  bilingual  ballot  legislation  fol¬ 
lowing  the  November  2012  elections. 

Senator  Chang-Diaz  and  Representa¬ 
tive  Michlewitz  testified  in  support  of  the 
bill,  along  with  local  community  advocates 
from  the  Chinese  Progressive  Association. 

"For  members  who  are  new  to  the  Elec¬ 
tion  Laws  Committee  this  year,  let  me  give 
the  quick  background  that  bilingual  ballots 
primarily  affect  elderly  citizens  in  our  coun-

Afterward, 
one  member  from  organizations  El  Cen¬ 
tro  del  Cardenal  Adult  Education  Program, 
REACH  Beyond  Domestic  Violence,  and 
SEIU  Local  615  told  their  immigrant  stories. 

After  the  gathering,  which  began  at  9am 
and  lasted  for  nearly  three  hours,  attend¬ 
ees  broke  into  groups  for  legislative  visits.

It’s  a  bird,  it’s  a  plane,  it's  an  Asian 
American  superhero....?  Asian  Ameri¬ 
can  superheroes  are  almost  unheard  of 
in  comics  or  TV.  However,  here  are  a  few 
surprising  Asian  superheroes:  Psylocke, 
Sunfire,  Jubilee,  Atom,  Batgirl.  You  might 
be  shocked  that  Atom  and  Batgirl  are  in 
the  list  as  Asian  American  superheroes, 
but  if  you  are  a  comic  fanatic,  you  would 
know  that  they  were  once  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  who  got  written  off  and  became  non- 
Asian  superheroes.  In  addition,  Psylocke 
is  actually  a  non-Asian  woman  trapped 
inside  the  body  of  a  Japanese  woman. 

According  to  Keith  Chow,  one  of  the 
editors  of  'Secret  Identities:  The  Asian 
American  Superhero  Anthology,”  the 
purpose  of  the  book  is  "about  repre¬ 
sentations  of  Asians  and  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  in  superhero  comics  throughout 
the  years."  Chow  continued,  "[We  want 
to]  create  a  plan  to  showcase  all  Asian 
American  talent  that  would  infuse  20 
progressive  Asian  American  charac¬ 
ters  into  film,  TV,  ongoing  games,  etc." 

If  there  is  a  protagonist,  there  must 
be  an  antagonist.  Egg  Fu,  a  villain  in  the 
Wonder  Woman  series,  portrayed  the 
stereotypes  of  Asians  -  slanty  eyes  and 
Fu  Manchu  mustache.  Chow  goes  on 
about  Asian  Americans  in  comics  are  of¬ 
ten  stereotyped  as  wearing  no  shoes  or 
overly  sexualized.  Chow  wants  to  change 
the  stereotypes  of  Asians  with  his  book. 

In  addition,  Chow  discusses  Holly¬ 
wood  casting  of  non-Asians  in  Asian  char¬ 
acters,  infamously  shown  in  the  movie 
castings  of  Dragonball  and  the  Nickelode¬ 
on  hit  cartoon.  Avatar.  Chow  reluctantly 
defended  Hollywood  by  saying  "Noth¬ 
ing  says  that  the  Dragonball  characters 
are  Asian  since  it  is  in  a  fantasy  world." 


However,  Chow  was  not  able  to  defend 
the  casting  of  "Bringing  Down  the  House," 
a  novel  made  into  a  movie  called  "21." 

Chow  despised  the  movie  when 
he  spoke  about  an  interview  with  Jeff 
Ma,  the  basis  for  the  main  character  of 
"21.”  When  Quint  Interview  asked  Ma 
on  how  he  felt  on  the  casting,  Ma  said: 

"I  never  considered  "John  Cho"  or 
"Chow  Yun-Fat"  or  "Jackie  Chan"...  I  re¬ 
ally  wasn't  and  I  mean  if  I  asked  you  who 
you  would  want  to  play  you  in  a  movie, 
you  wouldn't  be  thinking  “1  want  the 
most  similar  person,"  but  you  would  be 
thinking  "Who’s  cool?"  or  who  do  you 
think  would  personify  your  personal¬ 
ity  or  who  is  a  good  actor  or  who  is  tal¬ 
ented,  so  as  much  as  I  think  people  like  to 
look  at  it  at  face  value  like  that,  the  real¬ 
ity  is  if  you  ask  anyone  who  they  wanted 
to  play  you,  it  wouldn’t  necessarily  be 
"Who’s  the  most  ethnically  tied  to  me?” 

Chow  responded  by  claiming  that  "Jeff 
Mah's  [answer]  implies  that  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  are  not  cool  enough  to  play  him.  So 
therefore,  let's  cast  outside  my  ethnic¬ 
ity.”  Chow  adds  that  an  integral  part  of 
the  storyline  is  that  because  Jeff  Ma  is 
Asian,  he  was  able  to  get  away  with  it  at 
the  casinos.  Dealers  overlooked  things 
because  they  assumed  Mah  and  his  MIT 
friends  were  rich  international  tourists. 

"Secret  Identities:  Asian  Ameri¬ 
can  Superhero  Anthology"  gives  peo¬ 
ple  a  dosage  of  Asian  American  Su¬ 
perheroes  and  not  to  be  ashamed  of 
being  Asian.  Chow  said,  "[I]  saw  it  as  a 
chance  to  create  Asian  characters  which 
is  rare  [in  the  comic  book  industry]."

Asian  American  Superheroes 
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The  Kensington 
Go-Ahead

The  Zoning  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Boston  approved  the  petition  for  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Amended  and  Restated  De¬ 
velopment  Plan  for  Planned  Development 
Area  No.  60  The  Kensington,  after  a  pub¬ 
lic  hearing  at  Boston  City  Hall  on  April  6. 

The  amendments  to  the  previ¬ 
ous  proposal  include  alterations  to  the 
proposed  height  of  the  building,  park¬ 
ing  plan  and  number  of  parking  spaces, 
and  number  of  units  within  the  building. 

The  Kensington,  a  100%  multi-family 
rental  apartment  condominium,  will  be 
erected  on  the  corner  of  Washington  Street 
and  LaGrange  Street  in  Chinatown.  The  ex¬ 
pected  completion  date,  as  proposed  by  Kens¬ 


ington  Investment  Company,  is  June  2013. 

"We  hope  that  this  will  be  the  beginning  of 
something  good  in  that  area,"  said  Bob  Fron- 
dren,  Chairman  of  the  Zoning  Commission. 

Not  only  will  the  building  of  a  new  con¬ 
dominium  modernize  the  facade  of  the  area, 
public  benefits  include  a  $300,000  con¬ 
tribution  toward  Friends  of  the  Common, 
a  $400,000  contribution  to  the  Parks  De¬ 
partment,  and  a  $7  million  contribution  to 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  be 
given  to  the  Chinatown's  Hong  Lok  House. 

"We  are  very  happy  to  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  receive  these  funds," 
said  Ruth  Moy,  Founder  and  Execu¬ 
tive  Director  of  the  Hong  Lok  House. 

Furthermore,  the  project  is  expected  to 
create  some  400  construction  jobs  and  "ap¬ 
proximately  20-25  permanent  jobs,"  said 
Attorney  James  Green,  representing  K1C.

Institute  of  Technology  (MIT),  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity’s  Tai  Chi  Tiger  Crane  Club  Shaolin 
Cultural  Foundation  hosted  a  lecture  on 
Kung  Fu,  Zen,  and  medicine  at  the  Yenching 
Auditorium,  Harvard  University  on  April  5. 

The  lecture,  which  presented  the  aca¬ 
demic  findings  of  long-term  research 
conducted  by  the  Chinese  University 
of  Hong  Kong  (CUHK),  began  at  7  pm 
and  lasted  nearly  for  two  hours,  end¬ 
ing  with  Shaolin  Chan  Wu  Yi  Master 
Shi  Dejian  teaching  meditative  breath¬ 
ing  methods  to  the  audience  members. 

Professor  Agnes  S.  Chan  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Psychology  at  CUHK,  to¬ 


gether  with  Shi  Dejian,  has  looked  at 
the  benefits  of  the  form  of  meditation 
that  Dejian  specializes  in  -  Chan  Wu  Yi. 

Chan  Wu  Yi  -  Chan  meaning  Zen,  Wu 
meaning  Kung  Fu,  and  Yi  meaning  medi¬ 
cine  -  is  argued  to  have  psychological 
benefits  to  children  with  mental  retarda¬ 
tions,  according  to  Agnes  S.  Chan,  allowing 
for  better  responsiveness  and  cognition. 

The  goal  of  the  lecture,  as  described 
by  Professor  Chan,  was  to  "hopefully  form 
some  kind  of  partnership  with  an  insti¬ 
tution  in  the  United  States."  Chan’s  am¬ 
bition  is  for  the  medicinal  techniques 
of  Chan  Wu  Yi  to  be  used  in  Western 
hospitals  and  healthcare  institutions. 

"Chan  Wu  Yi,"  Dejian  said  in  Manda¬ 
rin  and  translated  into  English  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Chan,  "is  a  holistic  ideology.  All 
three  of  the  elements  must  be  practiced 
in  order  for  the  technique  to  be  effective."

Whefher  it  because  you’ve  been  rent¬ 
ing  for  too  long,  your  family  is  growing 
or  its  time  to  move  out  of  your  parent’s 
basement,  buying  your  first  house  can  be 
a  very  exciting  time.

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HARVARD  CHINA  FORUM

hundreds  of  audiences  from  across  the 
world.  Topics  at  this  year's  forum  ranged 
from  culture  and  society,  business  and 
innovation,  to  economics  and  finance. 

In  a  crowded  panel  on  Chinese  movies, 
Chinese-American  actor  and  documentary 
film  producer  Lisa  Lu  discussed  the  inter¬ 
nationalization  of  Chinese  movies  through¬ 
out  history,  focusing  on  the  influence  of 
Western  film.  Lu  is  famous  for  an  expansive 
film  career,  which  included  roles  in  "The 
Last  Emperor"  and  "The  Joy  Luck  Club.” 

Joining  the  Chinese  movies  panel  was 
also  Peter  Shiao,  Founder  and  Chief  Execu¬ 
tive  Officer  of  Orb  Media  Group,  a  "transme¬ 
dia"  production,  marketing,  and  financing 
company  based  in  Los  Angeles  and  Bei¬ 
jing.  Shiao  noted  the  growing  significance 
of  China  in  the  international  film  industry. 

He  said,  "This  is  an  unprecedented  mo¬ 
ment  in  Hollywood.  I've  worked  in  various 
sectors  of  Hollywood  and  what's  happen¬ 
ing  is  a  historic  moment.  I  was  just  travel¬ 
ing  with  James  Cameron,  the  director  of 
Avatar  two  weeks  ago.  What  I’ve  seen  from 


Steven  Spielberg  to  every  major  producer  is 
that  China  has  shown  up  for  them  in  a  ma¬ 
jor  way.  The  China  dream  is  one  the  biggest 
motivations  that  drives  Hollywood  today." 

In  another  panel  on  China's  healthcare 
system,  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  Morn- 
ingside,  a  diversified  investment  group 
engaged  in  private  equity  and  venture 
capital  investments,  Gerald  Chan,  empha¬ 
sized  the  relationship  between  good  drugs 
and  good  science  and  discussed  the  com¬ 
plications  that  arise  from  a  market  when 
it  values  revenue  Over  innovation.  Chan 
sits  on  the  board  of  several  private  bio¬ 
technology  companies  including  Stealth 
Peptides,  Advanced  Cell  Diagnostics, 
Matrivax  and  Vaccine  Technologies  Inc. 

"I’m  concerned  that  science  has  a 
structural  bureaucratic  impediment  to 
the  drug  development  agenda,"  he  said. 

Chan  continued,  "A  lot  of  people  have 
misconceptions  about  the  state  of  health¬ 
care  in  China.  China  has  very  good  tertiary 
hospitals.  The  problem  is  access  to  tertiary 
care,  which  is  available  to  a  small  number. 
China  lacks  certain  advanced  molecular 
diagnostics.  The  availability  of  good  drugs 


is  a  problem.  How  we  make  better  drugs 
available  to  the  masses.  There  is  a  constant 
pressure  of  lowering  the  cost  of  drugs.” 

Chan  urged  those  in  the  audience  in¬ 
terested  in  drug  development  to  go  back  to 
China  and  "team  up  with  others,  if  you’re 
going  to  start  a  company”  because  "devel¬ 
oping  drugs  is  not  something  one  person 
can  do."  Ray  Weng,  a  marketing  profes¬ 
sional  at  Skycore  Mobile  Services  from 
Shanghai  and  a  recent  graduate  from  Emer¬ 
son  College,  attended  the  healthcare  panel. 

"I  want  to  know  something  about  the 
healthcare  market  and  I’m  interested  in  the 
panel  for  my  career  development,"  he  said. 

The  conference  drew  hundreds  of  young 
people  from  Asia,  especially  China,  who  are 
working  and  studying  in  the  United  States. 

Conference  attendee  Chi  Fei  grew  up  in 
the  Anhui  province  of  China  before  mov¬ 
ing  to  Singapore  and  eventually  to  Bos¬ 
ton,  where  he  studied  at  Boston  College. 

He  said,  "I’m  here  to  meet  new  and  old 
friends  and  hear  ideas  so  that  1  can  have  bet¬ 
ter  ideas  from  better  perspectives.  1  just  met 
a  few  classmates  from  Singapore.  I  was  very 
interested  in  the  Real  Estate  panel.  It  provid¬ 


ed  me  with  new  ideas.  It  was  a  chance  to  hear 
from  entrepreneurs  like  Feng  Lun.  You  know 
how  influential  this  conference  is.  The  last 
time  1  came,  it  gave  me  a  good  impression.” 

The  Harvard  China  Forum  proved  chal¬ 
lenging  for  Katima  Zahra  Nkairi  because 
she  does  not  speak  Mandarin  Chinese. 

"To  be  honest  with  you,  I  just  attended 
this  one  [healthcare  panel]  with  the  expla¬ 
nation  that  it  was  all  in  English.  However, 
1  was  disappointed.  Half  of  the  lecture  was 
in  Chinese  language.  1  was  planning  to  at¬ 
tend  asset-management  but  it  was  in  Chi¬ 
nese  language  only.  A  lot  of  people  are  in¬ 
terested  in  learning  about  China.  However, 
the  language  was  a  barrier,"  Nkairi  said. 

Melody  Tian  drove  from  New  York  with 
her  friends  to  attend  the  conference  because 
of  her  interest  in  both  China  and  investment. 

"This  conference  is  the  biggest  Chi¬ 
na  and  U.S.  conference  that  gets  every¬ 
one  together  at  the  same  time,"  she  said. 

The  Harvard  China  Forum  also  runs 
a  cultural  exchange  program  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  and  works  closely  with  the  "Harvard 
China  Review,"  a  China-focused  magazine.

try.  That’s  because  these  citizens  were  able 
to  take  their  naturalization  exam  in  their  na¬ 
tive  language  because  of  their  age  and  length 
of  legal  US  residency.  So,  this  bilingual  bal¬ 
lots  bill  is  especially  about  making  sure  our 
elders  can  fully  and  confidently  engage  in 
the  democratic  process,"  Chang-Diaz  said. 

To  give  an  illustration  of  the  importance 
of  transliterated  names  following  her  testi¬ 
mony,  Chang-Diaz  introduced  Michlewitz 
by  calling  him  "Mai  Ga  Wai,"  which  is  Mi- 


chlewitz's  transliterated  name  in  Chinese. 

"That's  how  we  call  him  in  Chinatown," 
Chang-Diaz  quipped.  Members  of  the  Elec¬ 
tion  Laws  Committee  chuckled  at  her  remark. 

"When  we  started  working  on  the  issue 
of  bilingual  ballots  and  transliteration  years 
ago,  it  was  with  the  hope  that  one  day  we 
could  make  this  a  permanent  solution.  As 
we  have  taken  each  step  along  the  way,  our 
efforts  have  been  proven  to  be  worth  the 
fight.  The  premise  works...  it  works  with 
better  voter  engagement,  it  works  with 
better  candidate  engagement.  The  time  is 
now  to  take  the  final  step,"  Michlewitz  said.

Being  Chinese  in  Charlestown— 
Part  3  in  an  Occasional  Series

In  movies  like " The  Departed "  and  " The  Town,"  Charlestown 
is  grim,  gray,  and  pockmarked  with  bullet  holes,  a  haven  for 
bad  men  who  are  hardened,  immoral,  and  almost  always  Irish. 

Charlestown  is  indeed  grim  and  gray  in  some  parts,  and 
those  parts  are  also  significantly  gritty— a  residents  crime 
risk  is  twice  the  national  average.  But  Charlestown  is  not,  and 
has  not  been  for  decades,  entirely  Irish.  /4s  Bostonian  neighbor¬ 
hoods  gentrify,  and  the  locations  of  low-income  housing  shifts, 
more  and  more  immigrants  are  pouring  into  Charlestown. 
They  are  fleeing  widespread  gentrification  and  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  some  of  the  lowest  rents  and  best-quality  low-incoming 
housing  available  in  Boston.  They  are  from  Vietnam,  from  the 
Philippines,  from  Morocco — and  from  China.  In  this  three-part 
series,  we  investigate  the  history,  background,  and  evolving 
culture  of  one  comer  of  Boston  and  its  new  Chinese  community. 

Part  3:  A  Community  Beginning  to  Flower 

To  visitors  getting  off  the  91  bus  from  downtown  Boston 
at  Vine  Street,  Charlestown  can  look  pretty  desolate.  The 
street  wends  its  way  through  Charles  Old  Town,  a  crumbling 
public  housing  complex  with  bachata  and  salsa  music  leak¬ 
ing  from  broken  windows  patched  with  cardboard.  A  few 
blocks  down,  however,  the  scene  changes.  A  neatly-cared- 
for  complex  of  white  and  brick  buildings,  some  with  bird- 
houses  or  banners  hanging  from  the  doorways,  crowds  out 
the  urban  decay.  This  is  Charles  New  Town,  a  bright  spot 
in  a  difficult  reality  for  many  people  of  color  in  Charles¬ 
town  (as  discussed  in  past  installments  of  this  series)  and 
the  seat  of  Charlestown's  burgeoning  Chinese  community. 

Shuk  Tsui  moved  here  15  years  ago  from  Charles  Old 
Town,  following  a  lengthy  residence  in  the  South  End  and  an 
early  adulthood  in  Guangzhou.  "1  moved  to  Old  Town  from  the 
South  End  because  it's  cheaper,"  she  explains.  But  it's  older 
housing — not  safe  and  not  comfortable.  Some  people  drink 
too  much  and  there  are  drugs...  sometimes  there  s  fighting. 

Charles  New  Town,  which  was  built  in  1970,  did  not  im¬ 
prove  the  neighborhood  overnight,  but  rather,  underwent 
a  gradual  transformation  in  the  last  decade.  These  days, 
Tsui  feels  more  secure.  "My  neighbor  John  is  a  very  nice 
guy.  He  watches  out  for  the  children  and  yells  at  the  kids 
who  give  them  a  hard  time,"  she  says,  referring  to  Charles¬ 
town's  considerable  problems  with  racism.  Sometimes 
in  the  summer,  I  even  walk  around  8  or  9  PM.  1  walk  laps 


around  the  parking  lot.  but  1  still  don’t  go  into  Old  Town." 

The  housing  complex  has  drawn  a  new  crop  of  Chinese 
Charlestown  residents  (although  estimates  of  numbers 
range  from  a  handful  to  1000  and  even  census  numbers  are 
shaky,  given  the  number  of  residents  with  uncertain  immi¬ 
gration  statuses.)  Residents  like  Mandi  Li,  who  moved  to 
the  US  from  Guangdong  seven  years  ago,  say  they  are  drawn 
here  for  the  higher  quality  and  low  cost  of  public  housing 
as  compared  to  the  rest  of  the  city,  especially  Chinatown. 

Fellow  new  immigrant  Eva  Huang  likewise  describes  her 
Charlestown  housing  as  "bigger  and  more  beautiful"  than  the 
apartment  she  rented  in  Chinatown  for  five  years  after  she  ar¬ 
rived  in  the  US.  Although  she  laments  that  she  has  to  buy  food 
at  the  Johnny's  Foodmaster  and  that  Charlestown  is  not  as 
convenient  as  Boston  proper,  the  perks  of  Charles  New  Town 
more  than  make  up  for  that.  "1  live  in  a  good  neighborhood, 
and  there  is  laundry  in  our  housing.  Before,  in  Chinatown,  I 
used  to  spend  the  whole  day  going  to  a  laundromat  to  do  laun¬ 
dry."  Furthermore,  despite  lingering  race  issues,  Huang  has 
found  her  neighbors  friendly.  "Some  people  help  us  when  we 
are  in  the  shops  and  they  see  we  are  having  trouble,"  she  says. 

Amanda  Chin,  a  college  student  who  lived  in  Charlestown 
for  most  of  her  20  years,  describes  her  family’s  apartment 
in  Charlestown  as  a  "government-subsidized  townhouse" 
with  two  floors,  four  bedrooms,  and  one-and-a-half  baths. 
She  says  the  complex  has  changed  a  lot  in  recent  years,  the 
management  group  provides  maintenance  services  if  there  is 
a  problem,  lately  there  have  been  security  people  patrolling 
at  night,  and  the  demographics  are  changing  quickly.  "When 
1  was  little,  there  were  less  [sic]  than  ten  Chinese  families, 
but  in  recent  years,  a  lot  of  people  have  moved  in.  Chin  says, 
but  comments  that  the  Charles  New  Town  management  is 
adapting  well.  "In  the  management  office,  the  secretary  is 
Chinese,  and  so  are  two  of  the  managers...  Because  they're 
Chinese,  they  can  really  talk  to  the  residents,  which  is  a  good 
thing  because  a  lot  of  them  have  trouble  speaking  English." 

Recently,  flyers  printed  in  traditional  Chinese  characters 
advertising  yoga  classes,  decrying  the  hazards  of  smoking,  or 
explaining  the  trash  and  recycling  schedules,  have  also  begun 
to  decorate  the  complex  walls.  And  across  the  street  at  Har¬ 
vard  Kent  school,  a  Chinese-language  sign  welcoming  visitors 
and  directing  them  to  the  office  hangs  under  the  English  and 
Spanish  versions.  "In  the  past,  there  were  always  English  and 
Spanish  translations  on  signs 
around  here,"  Chin  says.  "But 
in  the  last  few  years,  they’ve 
started  to  include  Chinese.” 

Although  the  larger 


Charlestown  neighborhood  shows  few  signs  of  the  grow¬ 
ing  Asian  population,  Chin  describes  a  budding  com¬ 
munity  starting  to  show  some  character.  A  lot  of  people 
know  each  other,  from  the  Harvard  Ken(  School  ...and  a 
lot  of  the  kids  go  to  Josiah  Quincy  [School]  as  well.  Par¬ 
ents  know  each  other  because  they’re  neighbors.  It  means 
having  someone  helping  you  pick  up  your  kids,  she  says. 

She  and  Tsui  make  special  mention  of  a  community  garden 
as  a  center  of  Chinese  social  life.  The  garden,  which  was  found¬ 
ed  in  1975,  is  located  near  Charlestown  High  School,  along¬ 
side  the  river.  Charles  New  Town  residents  can  apply  to  grow 
flowers  or  vegetables  there.  "The  garden  is  especially  popular 
with  the  older  women,"  Chin  says.  "Planting  vegetables  means 
you  don’t  have  to  go  out  and  buy  them.  They  go  there  to  water 
the  plants  and  talk  to  each  other.  My  mom  goes  every  night.” 

Tsui  similarly  enjoys  the  garden,  where  she 

grows  scallions.  "A  lot  of  Asian  people  here  are  from 

the  country,  so  we  like  to  plant  and  sow.  It  s  very  ex¬ 
citing  to  watch  the  vegetables  grow,"  she  says. 

These  comforts  leave  Tsui  with  a  mixed  take  on  the  Chi¬ 
natown  versus  Charlestown  debate.  Chinatown  has  every¬ 
thing — a  doctor  (because  1  worry  1  will  get  sick,)  a  bank,  gro¬ 
cery  stories,  everything  in  Chinese.  The  MBTA  in  Charlestown 
is  not  convenient,  and  there  are  some  problems  with  the  resi¬ 
dents.  But  I’m  used  to  it.  I  know  everybody,  1  say  hi  to  every¬ 
body,"  she  says.  This  kind  of  ambivalent  comfort,  expressed 
by  many  Charlestown  residents,  seems  to  be  the  glue  which 
holds  Charlestown's  nascent  Chinese  community  together. 

Chinatown  is  the  hub  of  a  wheel  whose  spokes  reach 
to  Quincy,  Malden,  Lexington,  and  now  Charlestown, 
and  perhaps  it  will  always  be  this  way.  And  yet,  Charles¬ 
town's  Chinese  population  continues  to  rise.  "Before,  it 
was  all  white  people,  but  now  the  Asians  are  arriving, 
Tsui  observes.  "They  bring  their  families,  or  see  other 
Chinese  people  come  and  think  it  must  be  a  good  idea.” 

Even  the  relationship  between  Charles  Old  Town  and 
New  Town  is  improving.  Despite  the  trepidation  many  New 
Town  residents  feel,  they  still  participate  in  Old  Town's  an¬ 
nual  block  party.  "1  went  last  summer,  it  was  great!"  Tsui  says. 
"Everyone  was  out  in  the  streets  with  homemade  food  and 
lots  of  music  we’d  never  heard  before.  And  they  taught  us  all 
to  dance,  the  Spanish  people.  Can  you  imagine  all  of  us  old 
ladies?  All  the  young  people  came  and  taught  us  to  dance!
